The following suggestions on 
dairy cow feeding are from Pro­ 
fessor J. H. Fraud son of the dai­ 
ry department of Idaho: 
Maintain early summer condi­

Liberal Feeding Needed to Make a 
Firet Claee Horse. 
When the colt Is weaned at the age 
of six or seven months he comes to a 
crlth a1 period in his life. Whether he 
shall make a profitable horse or not 
defends on the treatment he receives, 
says

Homestead. 
While 
suckling he has no doubt learned to 
eat grass, hay and grain. 
When he is 
taken away from the mare he must 
suM st ou a grain and hay ration 
alone. 
If he Is allowed only what he 
ha* Peen getting the deprivation of 
the milk from his mother will cause 
him to lose flesh. 
Although he may 
not have received much milk from the 
mare the last month of the lactation 
period. It has been very rich and nour­ 
ishing. 
'Therefore it is necessary when wean 
lug the colt to give It a liberal ration 
of grain aud hay. 
Aa the colt's di­ 
gest ve organ* are not as strong a* 
those of an older horse, the grain 
should l>e ground. 
Bran, oats and 
l orn ' hop* mixed to a proportion of 
one third each will he a splendid feed 
for the colt. 
A quart and a half at a 
feed will tie a fair ration if plenty of 
good hay is given. 
Clover, alfalfa and 
timothy nailed will furnish a variety

The great object of road work should 
be to get the water away a* quickly 
a* possible 
We have h good soil for 
roadroaking. but the hill.* are of silt 
f< mullion, and a stream of water crum 
bio* them like so much loaf sugar. 
Many of our experienced rondmak- 
cr* will throw up a hill grade and car 
rv tile water down each side for long 
distance* 
Then conies a heavy rain­ 
fall. 
Forty thousand rivulets from 
the hillside above pour Into the drains, 
and such u volume of water accumu­ 
lates a* to cut deep gorge*.
